The other cops were Mike Celata 
of Dobson Street. and George 
O'Connell of Marion Street, 
Wilmington. Celata has been on 
the Wilmington force for a couple 
of years. and O'Connell joined up a 
year ago. 

The fourth person was Dave Orn- 
dorff of Wilson Street Wilmington 
Well known, active in sports, he 
works in the Wilmington Postof- 
fice 

All four left the restaurant about 
midnight and started home. Willie 
was driving. When his car arrivec 
at the Tewksbury station Willie 
seemingly on a friendly whim. 
drove into the driveway, and ther 
swung out onto Main Street again.

The Town of Wilmington is being 
offered an old painting from The 
Garden of Eden. It's Wilmington’s 
Garden of Eden of course, not the 
place wherein Adam and Eve 
romped, 

The painting is of the old Jimmy 
Butters place, on Mill Road. The 
painting was made after the Civil 
War. when it had been purchased 
by John Addison, as a place 
wherein to retire, and live out his 
last days. 

The painting is of interest, 
historically, to Wilmington. It is 
now owned by a great grandson of 
John Addison. Charles Addison 
Eastebrook of Swampscott. He 
wants to give it to the Town of 
Wilmington, if it will be accepted 
and cared for properly. 

Jimmy Butters, of course, is the 
man who owned the Butters Apple 
Tree. the one which was later 
named the Baldwin Apple Tree. He 
was born in that farmhouse in 1746. 

The Jimmy Butters house was 
one of three on Mill Road. Down at 
the foot of the road, where it meets 
Chestnut +Street was the original 
home of William Butter, the first 
home for a white man built in 
Wilmington, probably. It was built 
in 1665 or earlier. 

Up near the head of the road, on 
the way to the old mill, was the 
home of Noah Clapp. No known

likeness of that home exists. Noah, 
at about the time of the Civil War, 
was the man who owned the old 
saw mill. known of course as 
Clapp’s Mill. It was he who cut the 
timbers that went into the present 
steeple of the Congregational 
Church, and many other timbers 
for the farmhouses and barns of 
Wilmington. 

It is worth anyone's time to 
traipse up through the woods, and 
see the foundation of Noah's home, 
and. half a mile or so further on, 
the old milldam, and the natural 
canyon below it. 

These were the houses of the 
Garden of Eden. It was probably 
past these homes (Maybe not past 
Noah's) that the Wilmington 
Minute Men marched, on their way 
to Concord, on Concord Day. 

Noah, who is supposed to have 
had seven daughters (not sup- 
ported by the Wilmington records) 
sold the mill in 1885 and moved to 
Oakland California. It was 
purchased .by one of the Butters 
family. 

Mill Road goes back to 1665, 
when William Butter was 
Wilmington’s first and only white 


man. aa 
John Addision, for whom the 
painting was made, was born in

Swampscott. Mr. Eastebrook wants to give it 
to the Town of Wilmington. ° 


Staffordshire, England. He had 
twelve children, only a few of 
whom lived in Wilmington, and he 
bought the farm sometime after 
the Civil War. He is shown in the 
Painting, holding a scythe, and 
talking to a Mr. Butters. 

One of his descendants was Nina 

Barrows, a most gracious lady, 
who was for years the Superinten- 
dent of the Sunday School at the 
Wilmington Methodist Church, and 
it is for her husband, Herbert, for 
whom the Barrows Auditorium in 
the High School is named. 

Nina was a gradndaughter of 
Carrie Addison, one of the Addison 
children. More properly it would 
be Caroline Addison. 

Nina’s father was Bill Kincaid, 
who lived in that house after Mr. 
Addison had passed on. Kincaid 
was the paymaster and time 
keeper at. the old tannery in North 
Wilmington that was later known 
as Harriman’s Tannery, and he 
often regaled his listeners with 
tales of The Garden of Eden, 
where he lived. nearly 100 years 
ago.

William Lipp fought

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Rep. Fred Cain 
and Acupuncture 


There have been many stories 
told in these United States since 
Richard Nixon came back from 
China about Acupuncture - the 
Chinese method of overcoming il- 
Inesses by the insertion of needles 
in various parts of the body. Many 
persons, some physicians includ- 
ed. regard the stories un- 
believable. Others have stories of 
miraculous cures. 

The latest with such a story is 
Rep. Fred F. Cain of Wilmington. 
One of the several cures he has had 
took place last Friday 

One of the difficulties to which 
Cain had fallen heir was a case of 
arthritus. in the right knee. He 
had arrived at the stage in life 
where he only went around the 
dance floor once with his, wife 
More was too painful 

He was convinced that he should 
give the acupuncturist a try 
Three needles were insterted into 
Cain's leg. around the knee. There 
was hardly any sensation, he 
reports - far less than when a 
hypodermic needle is thrust into 
the flesh 

The spots where the needles 
were inserted were carefully 
chosen. The needles went to a 
predetermined depth. Then small 
cups were placed over the needles, 
and materials placed in the cups, 
materials which were then set on 
fire. The needles transmitted the 
heat to the interior of Mr. Cain's 
leg. The entire treatment lasted 15 
minutes. . 

Next morning the arthritus had 
disappeared, and Cain did a jig to 
show his improved condition 

This past week, on Friday, he 
was treated for the stiff back he 
has had ever since his accident of 
July 4. Since he got out of the 
hospital. after that accident, Cain 
has had difficulties unless he sat in 
a straight backed chair. To relax 
on a couch, lounge or bed meant 
that he had to hold onto things, to 
get up. 

Last Friday Cain visited the 
acupuncturist for treatment to his 
back 

He expected that the needles 
would be put into his back. That 
did not happen. At no time were 
needles put into that part of his 
body 

One needle was put into his left 
wrist. Two needles were inserted 
into his left foot, close to the 
Achilles tendon. One was inserted 
into the right foot, in a similar 
position. There were a few more 
needles, too 

The difficulty with his back was 
gone. Saturday. Sunday, in his of- 
fice. he was demonstrating it to his 
friends. He would sit down in a 
reclining chair. one that had given 
him a lot of difficulty in the past - 
and then get up with ease.

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Choate Hospital and Regional Health Center affiliate 


Representatives of the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington 
‘RHCW) and the Choate Memorial 
Hospital in Woburn have agreed to 
work together ‘to construct a 
Wilmington based health care 
facility. with the hospital taking on 
responsibility for the new center's 
development and operation. 

Raymond A. McNamara, presi- 
dent of RHCW. announced that this 
latest development in the 10 year 
old effort to open a health center in 
Wilmington is the outgrowth of 
nearly two months of discussions 
with hospital representatives. 

The Health Center had received 

a Certificate of Need approval 
from the Department of Public 
Health early last year to construct 
the ambulatory care facility, but a 
series of setbacks plagued the 
project since that time. Attempts 
to secure Hill Burton financing for 
the project were unsuccessful and 
discussions with third party payors 
led to the conclusion that reim- 
bursement for a free-standing 
facility would be inadequate and 
lead to substantial operating 
deficits in the first few years, 


McNamara said after years of 
effort and much progress the en- 


tire project seemed suddenly to be _ 


out of reach. The Health Center 
board decided to discuss the situa- 
tion with Choate Hospital, which 
nad always been supportive of the 
efforts. 

Not only was the hospital in- 
térested in helping develop and 
operate the center, but it also 
agreed to commit itself to the 
goals and objectives, programs 
and patient philosophy described 
in the original application. In addi- 
tion. McNamara pointed out, reim- 
bursement for a hospital affiliated 
facility would be more favorable, 
thereby spelling the difference 
between financial crisis) and 
stability.

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A post, card has lately come to 
the Town Crier which was mailed 
in 1913, and shows the Glen Road 
farm known as the Elms at Silver 
Lake. as it appeared at that time, 
when it was a popular summer 
boarding house. 

The original farmhouse is 
probably Colonial. Water rights 
were acquired from Sandy Pond

Road was in existance at that 
time 

In later years Henry Harnden, 
who lived in the old farmhouse, did 
operate the mill. He lived in the 
place in the years prior to the Givil 
War. 

The farm was parchased, about 
1880, by the Union Ice Company of 
Boston, in order to acquire the 
water rights from Sandy Pond, 
now known as Silver Lake. The ice 
company wanted to be ina position 
to dam the ditch which connects 
the lake and Lubbers Brook. 

In 1904, for some reason, the mill 
rights no longer were of interest to 
the Ice Company. and the farm 
was sold. Purchasers were Stine 
and Christian Neilson, who had 
owned the farm on Chestnut Street 
which is now the Garden of Eden 
Country Club. 

The Neilson family had three 
sons, and three daughters, and the 
sons were put to work on the farm 
while the daughters helped with 
the housework, as could be ex- 
pected. Mrs. Neilson took in 
summer boarders, and the farm 
became a popular place, with the 
three girls helping Mrs. Neilson 
with the cooking and household 
chores. 

In a few years it was necessary 
to enlarge the place. The dining 
room was extended to the 
westward. and a porch was put on, 
around the west and south sides of 
the old farmhouse. A new building 
was built. with about 10 bedrooms, 
on the west lawn 

In the picture the dining room 
can be identified, as being 
“behind” the electric light pole, 
and extending out from the 
building and even beyond the porch 
line. One hundred guests for Sun- 
day dinner was a usual thing. 

The present north side of the 
building was erected about that 
time. and previous portions were 
removed, to be used as sheds, etc 
The farmhouse was already 
Provided with water, as the ice 
company had put in a windmill, 
down near where the Glen Road 
School is now located. The school 
is on property which was once a 
Part of the farm. but the woods and

Official Map hearing 
drew a negative vote 


It was almost two years ago that 
Wilmington adopted an Official 
Map, in Town Meeting. 

An Official Map is not a common 
thing, in Massachusetts. For 
years there was only one town to 
have such a map. Now there are 
probably four. 

It is a means to prevent the erec- 
tion-of new homes except under 
the rulings of the Planning Board. 
A street must show on the Official 
Map, before a building permit can 
be issued by the Building Inspec- 
tor. An Official Map is a rigorous 
way of controlling things, and the 
work of the Planning Board ex- 
tended over several years, before 
the town would adopt one 

One of the features before the 
adoption was a request that the 
Planning Board da. something 
about getting a means to prevent 


the ‘unauthorized’ building of 
homes, in old housing 
developments Selectmen , were 


getting complaints, from new 
residents of Wilmington, about 
having to live on muddy streets - in 
other words on streets that had not 
been under the control of the Plan- 
ning Board, and they passed their 
complaints to the Planning Board 

\t about the same time that the 
Official Map was adopted the 
Planning Board was working on 
more rigorous plans and 
regulations for Wilmington 
Wilmington, as a municipality, 
now has rules that make the 
building of new homes difficult, at 
least in the opinion of some per- 
sons. 

One of the provisions for an Of- 
ficial Map is that there must be a 
Board of Appeals, to which an 

injured party’’ can go for 
redress, in case the rulings on an 
Official Map are too hard. ‘This is 
another Board of Appeals, not the 
one which-meets on Tuesdays to 
consider the rulings of the Building 
Inspector. 

The Planning Board considered 
and believed that there would be a 
second Board of Appeals. But, in 
the statutes was a phrase which 
allowed the selectmen to so act if 
they chose, and they have been do- 
ing so, happily, ever since 

The first case was for a lot of 
land down near the Baldwin Apple 
Monument. One lit, to be cut out of 
an area of acres, and without a 
road. It was a popular case, and 
the selectmen made no enemies in 
vote in favor of the petitioners. 


Many of the cases which have 
been heard sirice they have been of 
similar content. Others, it seems 
were presented by persons who 
were builders, and were seeking to 
circumvent the regulattions of the 
Planning Board 

The members of the Planning 
Board remained silent. The ac- 
tions of the selectmen, more and 
more. were circumventing the 
Planning Board regulations, but 
the members said nothing. 

A few weeks ago there was a 
hearing for lots of land off Winston 
Avenue, which is off Aldrich Road. 
The people who appeared lived in 
Brookline, and they told the 
selectmen they wanted to build 
homes on the lots. One of the 
selectmen, Mr. Miceli, wanted to 
know if the appellants were going 
to live in the homes. He did not 
receive a positive answer. 

Since then the lots havé been 
sold to a builder, and more than 
Mr. Miceli noted this. To allow 
construction of a home, for a 
private person was one thing. To 
allow the construction of a housing 
development, or to just turn 
around and sell the lots, once the 
selectmen had passed. upon’ them 
favorably, was not exactly what 
had been planned by the 
selectmen. More and more this 
was in their thoughts. 


A couple of weeks ago, in Oc- 
tober, there were two hearings us- 
ing the Selecteen’s Board of 
Appeals 

The first was for land off Mystic 
Avenue, in North Wilmington, 
which has been a paved street for 
years. The land had been in the 
hands of the family which 
appeared before the selectmen, 
also for years. There was no 
problem 

The second hearing was for what 
could only be a real estate develop- 
ment. Several neighbors were pre- 
sent to protest. The selectmen 
were interested, partly because 
Mr. Miceli had been doing some in- 
vestigating. The selectmen deter- 
mined for themselves that the per- 
sons presenting the appeal were 
professional real estate persons, at 
least in this instance. They were 
building homes. to sell 

It was. the selectmen decided, a 
case for the Planning Board. The 
decision was unanimous, and it 
was the first such decision made 
by the selectmen acting asa Board 
of Appeals.

The School 
Lunch Program 


What is it? 

The National School Lunch 
Prograrh became permanent in 
1946 with the passage of the 
National School Lunch Act. In 
Massachusetts, in 1948 it became a 
permanent bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Education with the enact- 
ment of chapter 548, the Special 
School Lunch Act. 

Lunch at school has become 
firmly established as part of the 
educational process. Its benefits 
are both immediate and far- 
reaching. The lunch program 
helps to build strong bodies and 
alert minds for today and teaches 
good food habits for the future. 

Type A lunch 

The type A lunch is designed to 
meet at least one third of the daily 
dietary allowances recommended 
by the National Research Council 
for 10 to 12 year old boys and girls. 
The type A pattern includes as a 
minimum: 

1. One-half pint of milk as a 
beverage. 

2. Two ounces (edible portion as 
served) of lean meat, poultry, or 
fish; or two ounces of cheese; or 
one egg: or one-half cup of cooked 
dry beans or peas; or four 
tablespoons of peanut butter; or an 
equivalent quantity of any com- 
bination of the above listed foods. 
To be counted in meeting this re- 
quirement, these foods must be 
served in a main dish, or in a main 
dish and one other item. 

3. A three-fourths cup serving 
consisting of two or more 
vegetables or fruits, or both. Full- 
strength vegetable or fruit juice 
may be counted to meet not more 
than one-fourth cup of this require- 
ment. 

4. One slice of whole-grain or 
enriched bread; or a serving of 
cornbread, biscuits, rolls, muffins, 
etc., made of whole-grain or 
enriched meal or flour. 

5. One teaspoon of butter or for- 
tified margarine. 

These five items must be pre- 
sent in each daily lunch.

Dog pound cost may be problem 


Rising construction costs may 
threaten Tewksbury'’s completing 
its dog pound off Pond Street with 
the $17,000 left of funds originally 
authorized for the facility. 

John R. Sughrue and Walter 
McGuire of the municipal building 
committee warned selectmen of 
the problem at an October 30 
selectmen’s meeting. They said

$3M schools 
proposed to LRSPC 


Tewksbury'd long range school 
planning committee has heard 
presentations on additions to the 
high school costing $3 million and 
additions to the junior high costing 
$3.3 million. The costs don't in- 
clude that of furniture or other 
items. and may vary in cost by 10 
per cent. 

Chairman James E. Sullivan, 
who presented the plans, said ‘he 
hoped to have a plan ready for a 
special town meeting to consider 
soon 

He said the high school would 
require additions to its septic 
system leaching field as part of ad- 
ditions there 

The committee learned that the 
present 7th and 10th grades are the 
largest in the school system, and 
both would be in the high school in 
1978. Instead of a 1,400 pupil 
enrollment in the school designed 
for 950 pupils, there would be as 
many as 1.800 then. Sullivan said.
